According  to  Beaufort,  tlie 
principal  heroes  of  the  current 
Broadway  season  will  probably  bo 
Shakespeare,  Shaw,  and  O'Neill. 

O'Neill’s  Play  Is  Impressive 
"The  most  impressive  ‘new’ 
play  has  been  Eugene  O'Neill’a 
’Long  Day’s  Journey  into  Night.’ 
which  was  actually  written  in 
1940  and  which  can  scarcely  help 
winning  the  Pulitzer  Prize  and 
Drama  Critics  Circle  Award,” 
says  Beaufort. 

Mr.  Beaufort  has  drawn  up  “ten 
commandments”  for  drama  crit¬ 
ics,  Most  of  them  were  inspired  Dy 
complaints  about  reviewers  on  tho 
part  of  theater  people  and  tho 
public; 

Rules  for  the  Well-Behaved 
Beaufort’s  ten  rules  for  the  well- 
behaved  critic  are  as  follows:  (1) 
Thou;  shall  not  be  late;  (2)  Thou 
shalt  respond1.  (3)  Thou  shnlt  re¬ 
cognize  thine  own.  prejudices.  (4) 
Thou  slialt  be  modest.  (5)  Thou 
slialt  respect  thy  public.  (0>  Thou 
shnlt-  beware-  of  power  -  real  or

imagined.  (7)  Thou  shalt  not  sneer. 
(8>  Thou  shalt  not  kill  with  a  word, 
(9)  Thou  slialt  honor  the  creative- 
spirit,  welcome  new  talent,  hall 
the  audacious  innovator,  and  be 
kind  to  producers.  (10)  Thou  shalt 
crusade  for  tlie  living  theatre. 

Asked  whether  he  always  lives 
up  to  his  own  rules,  Beaufort  re¬ 
plied  “I’m  working  on  it.”

Microfilms  of  manuscripts  from 
the  Vatican  Library  are  now 
available  at  the  St.  Louis  Univer¬ 
sity  to  students  doing  research 
work,  according  to  James  John¬ 
son,  college  librarian.  Mr. 
Johnson  attended  a  luncheon  in 
Kansas  City  recently,  where  he 
heard  President  Paul  G.  Reinart, 
St.  Louis  University,  speak  about 
these  microfilms. 

Six  hundred  thousand  manu¬ 
scripts  from  the  Vatican  Library 
are  included  in  this  collection.  It 
also  includes  rare  volumes  from 
the  library’s  bound  books. 

These  microfilms  cannot  be  lent, 
but  they  are  available  to  any 
qualified  scholar  who  wishes  to 
go  to  St.  Louis  to  use  them.  They 
Include  microfilms  on  law,  lan¬ 
guage,  history,  physical  science, 
philosophy,  art,  classical  studies, 
political  science,  medicine,  astron¬ 
omy,  social  science,  literature, 
and  drama. 

Part  of  the  pui'posc  of  micro¬ 
filming  these  manuscripts  is  to 
protect  them.  One  negative  copy 
has  been  buried  in  Europe,  and 
another  one,  in  the  United  States.

Third  Floor  Displays  Show  Lack 
Of  Care  Despite  Historical  Value

Who  Is  letting  the  school’s 
potential  museum  lie  broken,  torn, 
and  unlighted  under  a  mat  of 
dust? 

Furthermore,  what  Is  the  origin 
of  the  displays  along  the  third 
floor  corridor? 

And  what  Is  their  purpose  in 
being  there? 

The  last  two  questions  can  be 
answered,  in  generalities  at  least. 
But  the  first  is  otic  of  the  campus 
mysteries  that  is  ■  never  quite 
solved.  The  almost  forgotten 
museum  pieces  in  the  display 
cases  along  the  dim  hall  of  the 
third  floor  seem  to  be  without  a 
curator.  So  long  hnve  they  been 
unattended  that  no  one  can  rem¬ 
ember  who  should  care  for  them. 

Most  of  the  pieces  are  appar¬ 
ently  gifts.  The  dates  of  these 
donations  go  back  many  years, 
some  earlier  thnn  1940.  Explana¬ 
tory  placards  in  some  of  the  cases 
indicate  that  a  W.  P.  A.  project 
was  responsible  for  much  of  the 
model  work.  Oldlimcrs  on  campus 
can  vaguely  recall  something  of 
provisions  in  a  will  that  contribut¬ 
ed  to  the  purchase  of  other  pieces. 

Collections  Represent  Work 

To  create  a  small  museum  is  the 
ob-vious  purpose  of  the  collection. 
Museum  items  in  the  agriculture, 
biology,  and  art  departments  add 
noticeably  to  this  end.  Altogether, 
they  make  up  an  interesting  coll¬ 
ection,  and  one  that  must  rep¬ 
resent  a  good  deal  of  time  and 
work. 

At  the  east  end  of  the  hall,  in 
the  case  with  the  broken  glass 
lying  on  its  bottom  shelf,  are 
several  antique  books  nnd  news¬ 
papers.  The  corridor  light  in  front 
of  this  case  remains  unlighted 
every  day.  And  even  if  there  were 
light,  the  printing  Is  for  the  most 
part  too  covered  with  dust  to  be 
read. 

Papers  Collect  Dust 

But  under  the  dust  lie  books ; 
that  could  have  been  the  begin-1 
ning  of  an  early  19th  century 
library.  The  newspapers  bear 
headlines  concerning  events  such 
as  Lincoln’s  assassination  and  the 
Spanlsh-American  war.  And  there 
are  what  appear  to  be  a  few  notes 
of  confederate  currency. 

In  a  transportation  case  across 
the  hall  is  a  short  history  of  water 
travel.  There  is  a  Greek  galley 
and  a  nineteeth  century  American 
revenue  cutter.  There  are  also 


several  other  boats  from  the  cen¬ 
turies  between  these  times.  Some 
represent  more  primitive  con. 
structlons,  such  os  the  Sioux  in- 
dlan’s  frame  and  skin  bull  boat, 
Plane  Models  Are  Included 

Although  slightly  damaged, 
Orville  and  Wilbur  Wright’s  1903 
biplane  is  modeled  In  the  trans¬ 
portation  display.  Next  to  It  sltj 
the  undercarriage  of  another 
famous  airplane.  Its  fuselage  nnd 
wings  arc  broken  away  and  fallen 
too  fnr  behind  the  shelf  to  be 
easily  recognized.  This  is  m, 
Bleriot’s  1909  cross-channel  mono¬ 
plane. 

In  another  case,  not  quite  full, 
much  of  the  world  is  represented 
by  models  of  its  dwelling  places, 
They  range  from  castle  to  cottage, 
from  thatched  hut  to  brick  man¬ 
sion. 

West  Case  Is  Best  Preserved 

At  the  west  end  of  the  ball  is 
the  best  preserved  case  of  the 
group.  It  contains  several  stuffed 
birds,  mementos  from  four  wars 
involving  Americans,  nnd  relief 
maps.  Tile  relief  maps  were  made 
in  1942  at  the  request  of  army  of¬ 
ficials  in  Omaha.  The  art  depart¬ 
ment  and  W.  P.  A.  collaborated  on 
this  project. 

These  displays  can  make  a  tour 
of  the  third  floor  interesting  and 
Intriguing,  though  they  are  dust- 
covered.
